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Jury finds pair who cut 
youths' throats guilty 


POMONA — On March 23, two men 


forced their way into a Pomona home 
during a birthday party, robbed the 
family in the house, and slashed the 


throats of two family members. 
Saturday afternoon, jurors in Super­ 


ior Court here concluded two and a 
half days of deliberations in the case, 


finding a pair of Riverside men guilty 
of burglary, robbery, and assault with 
intent to commit murder. Additionally, 
one of the men, Arnold Keith Spears, 
21, was found guilty of assault with a 


deadly weapon. 
Since late September, Spears and 
Jam es Franklin Hooker, 22, have been 
on trial before Judge August J. Goebel 
on nine counts, four of robbery, one of 
burglary, two of assault with intent to 
commit murder, and two of assault 
with a deadly weapon. Both men were 
found innocent of one count of assault 
with a deadly weapon, while Hooker 
alone was found guilty of one count of 
assault with intent to commit murder. 
The pair will be sentenced Nov. 9. 
George Ryan, his wife June, their 
daughter Gale, and their son Mark 
were the victims of the incident in the 
late evening hours of March 23. They 


have since moved from their former 


home at 797 E. Harrison Ave. 
The robbers slit both Mark 
and 
Gale’s throats, but they survived. Gale, 
m o r e 
severely 
hurt, 
required 
97 
stitches in her neck to close the wound. 
She was hospitalized nearly a week ac­ 


cording to Dr. Frederick H. Summers 
of Pomona Valley Community Hospi­ 


tal, but recovered nearly fully. 


A 15-year-old was used as a phony 


survey-taker to get the family to open 


its door. She was subsequently turned 


over to Riverside County juvenile au­ 


thorities with the disposition of her case 
kept secret under Juvenile Court rules. 
Start of the month-long trial was de­ 
layed by defense attorney’s motions to 
have the case moved elsewhere. They 
argued a change of venue would pro­ 
tect the defendants from the effects of 
publicity about the robbery-attack. 
During the trial Hooker took the 
stand to claim he was arrested early 
in the morning following the crime af­ 
ter he had changed clothes with a per­ 
son named “ Sidney.” He claimed he 
was in a Riverside library at the time 
of the incident and came to Pomona 
after receiving a call from Spears. 


Egypt protests flight 
of 2 U.S. spy planes 


Despite nomination, Ford 
'can't abandon' festival 


CAIRO (UPI) —Egypt issued an offi­ 
cial 
protest 
to 
the 
United 
States 
against a flight of two American re- 
connaisance planes over Egyptian air 


space Saturday, the semiofficial news­ 


paper Al Ahram said. 
(U.S. diplomatic sources in Washing­ 
ton declined to confirm or deny the 
Egyptian claim.) 
It said the two planes, allegedly 
SR71A spy planes, came from bases in 
either Greece or Turkey. 
The two planes broke the sound bar­ 
rier over Cairo at 1:28 p.m., causing a 
loud sonic boom, the newspaper said. 
A few seconds later an air raid alert 
was sounded. 
The newspaper said acting foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmi summoned the 
Spanish charge d’affairs, Javier Villa- 
cieros, and Richard Smith, acting chief 
of the U.S. diplomatic mission in Cairo, 
to protest the overflights. 
Spain looks after American interests 
in Egypt in the absence of diplomatic 
relations which were broken at the 
height of the 1967 Middle East war. 
The U.S. diplomatic mission operates 
out of the Spanish embassy.

Ahram 
said 
Fahmi 
protest d 
“strongly“ to the two diplomats and 
“drew their attention to the serious 
consequences of such aggression.” 
It said the overflight was a “clear 


and direct provocation” of Egypt and 
Sryria. 
The two planes were picked up on 
Egyptian 
radar 
screens 
when 
they 
were 127 miles from Port Said, the 
newspaper said. They flew south over 
the Suez Canal and Red Sea coast, 
then turned southwestward in the di­ 
rection of Naja Hammadi, a town 350 
miles south of Cairo, the paper said. It 
said the two planes turned in a semi­ 
circle to fly over Cairo and headed 
east tcward Sinai and then northeast 
toward Israel and Syria. 
The flight was also picked up by Sy­ 
rian radar which “ followed the opera­ 
tion until its end.” the newspaper said. 
The Al Ahram report followed a re­

semiofficial 
Egyptian 
Middle East News Agency Thursday 
night which said U.S. Air Force Phan­ 
tom jet- joined Israeli planes in attack­ 
ing Egyptian troops. MENA later can­ 
celed the dispatch without explana­ 
tion. 
In 19(7, (he late Egyptian President 
Gamal Nasser charged that direct U.S. 
assistance to Israel was responsible for 
the Egyptian loss. He used the charge 
as an excuse to break diplomatic rela­ 
tions with the United States, but long 
afterwards admitted the allegation was 
groundless. Relations were never res­ 
tored, however. 
The Egyptian protest followed an Eg­ 


yptian communique reporting that two 
planes of a type “owned only by the 
United States” flew over Egypt. 
In London, a Syrian embassy spo­ 
kesman said American Phantoms and 
Sky Hawks bearing no Israeli m ar­ 
kings and piloted by American Viet­ 
nam veterans had taken part in air 
raids on Syria. 
He said the same American planes 
had also taken part in the raid which 
destroyed the Banias oil refinery. 
“This latest American intervention 


in the present war of liberation con­ 
stitutes a dangerous escalation for 
which both Israel and America should 
bear the consequences,” the spokes­ 
man said. 
“ After the heavy losses inflicted on 
the Israeli air force by our air de­ 
fends and after we had demolished 
the myth of Israeli air superiority it 
has become clear that American and 
Israeli tools of aggression are working 
in full harmony and cooperation,” the 
spokesman said.

Egypt mounts attack all 
along Suez Canal front

—The man President Nixon chose as 
his vice president flew home Saturday 
to the cheers of his neighbors and to 
watch some of them parade in red 
flannel underwear. 
Rep. Gerald Ford, first elected to 
congress in this western Michigan dis­ 
trict in 1948, was making his 24th con­ 
secutive 
appearance 
at 
the 
Cedar 
Springs “ Red Flannel” festival. 
The small town calls itself the red 
flannel underwear capital of the world. 
“ I have such a great affection for 
Cedar Springs,” he said, “that I just 
couldn’t bring myself to abandon my 
tradition of attending its festival.” 
F o r d 
arrived 
from 
Washington 
aboard a U.S. Air Force jet less than 
24 hours after Nixon nominated him as 
the country’s 40th vice president. 
His plane landed at Grand Rapids, 
the town where he grew up and won 
all state football honors in high school, 
but there were no official greetings or 
ceremonies. 
Instead, the 60-year-old Republican 
leader of the House drove 30 miles 
north to Cedar Springs, waving and 
smiling to the few persons cheering 
him along the road. 
The first thing he asked when he 
stepped from his car at Jordan Col­ 
lege, a religious academy operated by 


the United Holiness Church in Cedar 
Springs, 
was: 
“ How’s 
the 
game 
going?” 
The game he meant was Michigan 
versus Michigan State, the annual big 
game. Ford once played center for 
Michigan and was named the team ’s 
most valuable player in 1934. Michigan 
won 31-0. 
Inside the Academy’s church, Ford 
chatted, answered a few political ques­ 
tions and discussed old friends and 
times. He also recalled his feelings 
when Nixon asked him to assume the 
post left vacant by Spiro T. Agnew. 
“ I was a little overwhelmed, to be 
frank,” 
Ford 
said, 
“ but 
I 
was 
thrilled.” 
Of politics, he said he considered Ag­ 
new a good friend and that he believed 
he could carry out Nixon’s wishes in 
handling both foreign and domestic is­ 
sues. 
Asked if he would match Agnew’s 
political style, Ford replied, “Well, my 
style in politics has been to talk af­ 
firmatively about responsibilities we 
might have and the job we might have 
to do.” 
He reiterated that he has no political 
ambitions in 1976 but did not flatly rule 
out that he seek another congressional 
term that year. 
Ford also said lie could think of noth­ 
ing that would block his confirmation 
by Congress.

Soviet to blame for war—Golda 


TEL AVIV (UPI) -Isra e li Prime 
Minister Golda Meir accused the Soviet 
Union Saturday night of planning and 
financing a Middle East war for the 
Arabs that again has “ washed away in 
blood” Israel’s frontiers. 
“ 1 don’t know what will happen after 
this,” she said. 
Mrs. Meir gave no indication of Is­ 
raeli intentions in Syria, nor did she 
say whether her government would ac­ 
cept a cease-fire with Egyptian troops 
still in the Sinai on the eastern bank of 
the Suez Canal. 
In a 55-minute nationally televised 
news conference, Mrs. Meir said Israel 
was confident of victory in the war and 
that there is only “ one way" for the 
Arabs to proceed: “To decide there is 
a willingness to live in peace and then 
negotiate an honorable peace for all 
concerned.” 


For more than six years since Is­ 
rael’s decisive victory in the 1967 war, 


Mrs. Meir said, Moscow has trained 
the Arabs and contributed “ billions of 


dollars worth of tanks and planes and 
guns and ammunition...for one purpose 
only: To prepare them for a massive 
attack on Israel. 
“ And here we are again in a war 
which we did not want, which we did 
not initiate. 
“This war was forced upon us,” she 
said. 
She said that after the 1948 and 1967 
wars, Israel had refused to return to 
the pre-war borders “ because these 
borders were washed away in blood. 
“Now they’ve washed away borders” 
again, she said. 
Mrs. Meir said the Soviets did not 
act out of love for the Arab people but 


rather for their own “ callous interest. ’ 


“Therefore, 
thousands 
upon 
thou­ 
sands upon thousands of Egyptians and 
Syrians can be killed and numbers of 
Israelis can be killed, and they don’t 
care,” she said. “That’s the most ter­ 
rible aspect of the entire situation. 
“We are small and we are sur­ 
rounded...a nation that has decided to 
live. And if we will have to pay for it, 
we will. This is a people that won’t 
give in. 
“ Giving up means destruction of our 
sovereignty 
and our people, 
Mrs. 
Meir said. “ We will fight with all that 
is in us. We are confident of victo­ 
ry.” 
Since the war of 1967, which the Is­ 
raelis won decisively in six days, she 
said Israel has been seeking without 
success to negotiate a peace settlcnu nt 


with the Arabs. She said the current 
war will not change Israel’s attitude. 


“ For six years, we have been saying 


like parrots, ‘Let us sit down and nego­ 


tiate as equals,’ ” she said. 
“ We will have nothing new after this 
war in term s of a proposal.” 
She blamed the Soviet Union for pre­ 
paring the Arab states to attack Israel, 
s a y i n g 
the 
Soviets 
trained 
and 
equipped them to strive for the des­ 
truction of the Jewish state. 
Mrs. Meir said the Soviet Union has 
sent 120 warplanes to Egypt and Syria 
in the past few days. 
She declined to discuss Israel’s inten­ 
tions in its northern offensive toward 
the Syrian capital of Damascus. She 
predicted the fighting against Egypt in 
the Sinai Peninsula “will probably con­ 
tinue for a tew days.”

Israel said Egypt launched a general 
attack along the entire length oi the 
Suez Canal front Sunday. 
A military spokesman said the at­ 
tack t ame at 6 a.m. (midnight Satur­ 
day EDT) with artillery and air at­ 
tacks. He said Egyptian armored units 
tried to advance in many areas but 
were repulsed by Israeli forces that 
destroyed 30 Arab tanks. 
Ninety minutes after the attack on 
the southern war front began, a forma­ 
tion of Israeli warplanes botnbed Da­ 
mascus international airport, witnesses 
said. 
A pall of black smoke rose from the 
area of the airport, which is 15 ntiie> 
from the center of the capital. 
The Israeli formation, estimated to 
number six aircraft, did not encounter 
interceptor or missile opposition, the 
witnesses said. 
Israel said it brought its biggest ar­ 
tillery to within 18 miles of Damascus 
a n d 
shelled 
military 
installations 
guarding the Syrian capital Saturday 
night. 
Jordan said its troops were sent into 
action in Syria— Amman s first direit 
involvement in the eight-day-old war— 
but no contact was reported. 
The Israeli communique indicated a 
two-mile advance along the 20-mile- 
wide Israeli 
spearhead 
toward 
Di- 
mascus during the day. Israel said its 
forces were slowed by a side action 
which decimated two Iraqi brigades 
coming to the aid of the embattled Sy­ 
rians. One Israeli officer described the 
Iraqi force as “cannon fodder.” 
There was no reported contact with 
the contingent of Jordanian 
troops 
which Amman said were sent to Syria. 
The Israeli-Jordanian border was re­ 
ported quiet. 
Israel said it shot down 19 Syrian 
warplanes and destroyed 50 to 60 tanks 
during the day. An Israeli spokesman 
said half the Syrian air force had been 
destroyed since fighting began one 
week ago. 
Israel gave no indication of its inten­ 
tions, but a military spokesmen said, 
“ The main target of our forces was to 
shoot tanks, to destroy and not to gain 
territory. It was a good day.” He said 
eight to 10 Syrian villages were over­ 
run by the advancing Israeli colummn. 
Syrian communiques reported only 
intense battles along the entire front, 
but did not specify where the fighting 
was taking place. Correspondents ac­ 
companying the Israeli 
troops 
said 
they battled from bunker to bunker as 
the Syrians fell back along their de­ 
fense 
line 
littered 
with 
bumed-out 
tanks and dead Syrian soldiers. 
On the southern Sinai front, Israel 
said it pushed 
back two 
Egyptian 
drives on the southern and central sec­ 
tors of the front, apparently designed 
to ease pressure against the Syrians in 
the north. Egypt clamped a news bla­ 
ckout on fighting in Sinai after an­ 


nouncing it had captured the last re­ 
maining Israeli holdouts along the Bar 
Lev line. A Western pool correspondent 
said he saw the Israelis—five officers 
and 32 enlisted men—paddle across the 
canal to Egyptian captivity. 
Early Sunday, Israeli national radio 
said Israeli forces struck at Egyptian 
antiaircraft batteries at Port Said. The 
radio also said there was a tank battle 
in the Bitter Lakes area of the Suez 
Canal. 
U.S. 
defense 
department 
officials 
said the United States would begin a 
limited resupply of planes and tanks 
lo^t by Israel. The magnitude of the 
resupply mission was reported to be in 
dispute. 
The last Israeli communique said: 
“ Israeli guns tonight shelled military 
targets near Damascus.” No details of 
the targets or damage inflicted were 
given. 
Late Saturday night, Syria said Is­ 
raeli helicopters dropped bombs near 
the capital. 
The official high command commu­ 
nique gave few details of the attack.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e United 
States has decided to replace at least 
some of the jet fighters, tanks and oth­ 
er equipment lost by Israel in the first 
week of the Middle East war, U.S. gov­ 
ernment sources said Saturday. 
The decision, said to have been made 
on Friday, was cloaked in unusually 
heavy secrecy because of its sensitive 
nature. The Defense Department te- 
fused any comment on the subject.

cause the entire election machinery to 
start a month earlier. 
Thus, nomination papers for offices 
in all cities in the Pomona Valley 
area, except for Pomona, will be avail­ 
able Dec. 6 instead of Jan. 3, and must 
be filed by Dec. 27, instead of the end 
of January. 
The municipal elections will be held 
March 5 instead of April 2. Pomona is 
not affected by the new law because it 
is a charter city—one of 17 in Los Ang­ 
eles County. 
P r o s p e c t i v e candidates for of­ 
fices—those whose terms will expire a 
month earlier—generally felt that they 
have been caught unprepared.

Hong Kong flu may attack 
U.S. again, but in disguise

A T L A N T A (UPI) -The 
Hong kong flubug that felled 
millions of Americans in the 
fluenza virus, quite different 
may reappear this winter in a 
new guise. 
The villian is a type of in- 
fluenze virus quite different 
from the A-2 or Asian strain 
that first struck this country 
five years ago. It is known at 
the National Center for Dis­ 
ease Control (NCDC) as the 
B-Hong Kong-5-72 strain. 
Like the old A-2 Hong Kong 
virus, the B-Hong Kong was 
first isolated from a patient 
in Hong Kong last year. And 


like the flu of five years ago, 
it 
represents an 
antigenic 
shift that makes the general 
population susceptible to it. 
Basically, it is almost a 
new influenza virus against 
which most persons have al­ 
most no natural immunity. . 
But unlike 1968 when a pro­ 
tective vaccine did not be­ 
come available until late in 
the flu season, pharmaceutic­ 
al houses already have a spe­ 
cific vaccine ready to combat 
the new Hong Kong flu. 
Dr. Robert Rubin, an epi­ 
demiologist at the NCDC, said 
the new flu virus has already 
made widespread attacks in

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Britain's IRA bombing 
blitz: Just the start 
Metropolitan Opera at 
90 fears for its future

LONDON 
(U PI) 
-Police 
notices in the cobbled court­ 
yard of St. Paul’s Cathedral 
w a r n 
darkly 
of 
“ parcel 
bombs,” lending an air of un­ 
reality to the picture postcard 
surroundings of blue-helmeted 
bobbies and bright-red doub­ 
ledecker buses. 


A mail sorter lies buried in 
a north London cemetery, dri­ 
ven to suicide by his fear of 
handling letter bombs. A pret­ 
ty blond secretary still nur­ 
sing facial scars nervously 
contemplates the prospect of 
opening mail again. 
These two were among the 
first victims of a wave of 
bombings in Britain which be­ 
gan on a warm summer night 
when a tiny firebomb con­ 
cealed in a fliptop cigarette 
box spluttered to life in the 
luggage section of London’s 
Harrod’s department store in 
fashionable Knightsbridge. 
The Aug. 18 incident caused 
little damage. But in succeed­ 
ing weeks bombs hidden in 
gaily-colored shopping bags in 
London 
and 
other 
English 
cities and mailed in hollowed- 
out books 
to 
British 
em­ 
bassies abroad have maimed 
unsuspecting 
victims, 
des­ 
troyed property worth thou­ 
sands of pounds and raised 
the specter of urban terror 
spreading from the scarred 


streets of Northern Ireland to 
the 
peaceful 
heartland 
of 
England. 
Yet no panic grips the na­ 
tion. 
Londoners 
evacuate 
rail 
and subway stations closed by 
bomb scares in much the 
same orderly way they filed 
into subway shelters during 
the World War II blitz. 
In the City of London the 
capital’s inner enclave hous­ 
ing the nation’s financial in­ 
stitutions, legions of bowler- 
hatted commuters hurry with 
furled umbrellas past police 
notices proclaiming: 
“ WARNING! Letter - parcel 
bombs. Take care. If in doubt 
do not handle. Contact police 
immediately.” 
To the despair of police 
most Britons have dismissed 
the danger. 
A lethal letter bomb ad­ 
dressed to No. 10 Downing 
Street, 
Prime Minister Ed­ 
ward Heath’s official 
resi­ 
dence, languished in a “ pen­ 
ding” basket for hours before 
a suspicious secretary sum­ 
moned bomb disposal experts, 
who defused it. The device 
was 
concealed 
in a 
book 
about 
Gustav 
Mahler, 
the 
musically 
inclined 
Heath’s 
favorite composer. 
Four days and seven letter 
bombs 
later, 
on 
Aug. 
24, 
Joanna Knight, an attractive 


25 - year - old secretary, 
slit 
open a bulky white envelope 
in her 22nd-floor office in the 
London Stock Exchange. The 
envelope exploded In a white 
flash, 
bloouying 
her 
face, 
hands and legs. 
Miss Knight’s ordeal terri­ 
fied Thomas Eddington, a. 54- 
year-old mail soi\er at the 
British 
Broadcasting 
Corp. 
(BBC). Four days later Ed­ 
dington went into the bath­ 
room of his London apart­ 
ment and slit his throat. A 
coroner’s jury ruled he com­ 
mitted suicide after his wife 
testified he was “ sick and 
shaky” with the fear of handl­ 
ing a letter bomb. The last 
words he spoke before he died 
were: “ Letter bombs. Letter 
bombs.” 
Miss Knight, still bearing 
facial scars, left for a Medi­ 
terranean vacation recently, 
tearfully telling her parents 
and friends she needed “ time 
to think” before returning to 
work and “ facing up to open­ 
ing the mail again.** 


Amid the tears there have 
been some laughs. 
Two commuters were acci­ 
dentally locked in an office at 
London’s Victoria railway sta­ 
tion after a bomb blast there. 
Bomb disposal experts who 
gingerly opened a suspect let­ 
ter from Liverpool found a 
soccer pool check for $36,385. 


A bomb explosion in London’s 
Oxford Street shopping dis­ 
trict blew a man’s trousers 
off leaving him red-faced but 
unhurt. 
Army bomb disposal offi­ 
cers have warned would-be 
women bombers not to wear 
nylon panties because they 
could cause a spark and set 
off a bomb. 
The bombing wave already 
has its heroes. 
In the industrial Midlands 
city of Birmingham, Gregory 
Butler, 14, calmly defused a 
seven-pound time bomb by 
disconnecting its alarm clock 
triggering device. 
Scotland Yard officials have 
linked the 
bombings 
to a 
small group of British-based 
Irish men and women oper­ 
ating under the provisional 
wing of the Irish Republicn 
Army (IRA ), which is waging 
a similar campaign in North­ 
ern Ireland to oust the British 
irom the province. 
The bombings in Britain re­ 
main a far cry from Northern 
Ireland, rocked by more than 
3,500 explosions in the four 
years of violence that has 
claimed close to 900 lives. 
B u t Britain’s Economist 
magazine said in a recent edi­ 
torial things are likely to get 
worse before they get bet­ 
ter. 
“ We are just at the begin­ 
ning, ’ the Economist said.

NEW 
YORK 
(U P I)—-The 
Metropolitan 
Opera—largest 
of the world’s performing arts 
institutions—is facing up to 
its 90th birthday in the bitter 
knowledge that it may not 
survive to celebrate its cen­ 
tennial. 
Opened in October, 1883, by 
65 millionaires who failed to 
endow it against future finan­ 
cial woes, the Met has lived 
on handouts ever since. Des­ 
pite increased giving by indi­ 
vidual patrons, 
foundations, 
corporations and government 
(for a total of $4.9 million last 
year), the Met is $2.8 million 
in the red and its 
actual 
working capital deficit stands 
today at $5.5 million. 
The ironic aspect of the 
venerable institution’s plight 
is that its product has rarely 
been of higher quality. The 
administration of the genial 
new general manager, Schuy­ 
ler Chapin, promises a new 
Golden Age of musical excel­ 
lence and outstanding chaices 
—many of them American. 
Met finance director Wil- 
, liam H. Hadley describes the 


company’s $24 million annual 
budget as “ out of hand.” In 
fact, the Met has never had a 
manageable budget since its 
disastrously expensive move 
in 
1966 
from 
its 
original 
Broadway house to its present 
$45.7 million Lincoln Center 
home. 
“ We’ve got to find 
new 
sources of income and pass a 
bigger hat,” Hadley said in 
an interview. “ If we have a 
deficit like last year twice in 
a row we’ll be out of busi­ 
ness. 
We’ve 
actually 
con­ 
sumed our endowment and 
we’re borrowing on our sub­ 
scription money for this sea­ 
son 
and 
on 
the 
property 
where the old Met stood.” 
Uneconomic business 
Opera—a notoriously uneco­ 
nomic business—has suffered 
excessively from rising costs 
and militant unionism. The 
Met, which 
deals with 
14 
unions, faces contract nego­ 
tiations again in 1975. Meanw­ 
hile, according to Hadley, no 
one knows where the Met will 
get the money to pay wage 
increases to 1,000 employes 
due in the last year of the 
current three-year contracts. 


“ We talk about raising tick­ 
et prices, but how can we? 
We raised ticket prices 20 per 
cent only three years ago, 
and $17.50 for orchestra seats 
seems to be the limit,” Had­ 
ley said. 
Ticket sales, which average 
90 per cent of capacity, pro­ 
vide only 60 per cent of the 
Met’s budget. Endowment in­ 
come derives from a mere $7 
million —most of it acquired 
recently as a bequest from 
Mrs. John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
Government grants are the li­ 
feblood of opera in Europe, 
but 
Washington 
and 
New 
York State gave only $669,500 
to the Met during the 1972-73 
season. 
The Met gets $400,000 an­ 
nually in rent from the site of 
the 
original 
opera 
house, 
about $600,000 from the Met­ 
ropolitan Opera Guild, which 
was created to pull the Met 
through the Depression years 
of the 1930s, and $125,000 from 
the Metropolitan Opera Na­ 
tional 
Council. 
Eighty-nine 
business firms give the Met 
at least $5,000 each annually, 
and Texaco pays $270,000 a 
year for its Saturday opera 


broadcasts. 
“ We’ve got to get into pay 
television and video cassettes, 
but it seems five years away 
f r o m 
t he 
technological 
viewpoint,” Hadley said. “ We 
have to learn how to do it 
sunaui mqj pun ‘jsjij 
getting foundation funds for 
experimentation.” 
Cutting comers 
Hadley and Chapin are cut­ 
ting comers wherever they 
can. The 50-year-old general 
manager, formerly a trouble 
shooter for Lincoln Center, al­ 
ready has announced the ca5> 
cellation of a new production 
of Mozart’s “ Don Giovanni” 
this season, for a saving bf 
$200,000, and there is talk of 
hiking the price of the Mfet’s 
annual spring tour to Boston, 
Cleveland, Atlanta, Memphis, 
Dallas, Minneapolis and Det­ 
roit. 
“ We’re passing through a 
difficult stage in economics, 
but the Met has weathered 
four previous financial crises 
in its career,” Chapin said. 
“ We must learn to live within 
our means.**

Alvin Ailey dancers

F R E S N O (UPI) -The 
Sierra National 
Forest has 
jobs available with free meals 
and lodging, fresh air and 
plenty of idyllic scenery —but 
no pay. 
Unsurprisingly, 
there 
are 
some who have taken the vol­ 
unteer^ jobs in the new pro­ 
gram authorized by Congress. 
Forest Information Officer 
Steve Beck says the program 
got 
underway 
last 
spring 
when volunteers were sought 
because the Forest Service 
lacked the funds or manpo­ 
wer to 
accomplish 
certain 
tasks. 
Specifically, Beck says the 
meager amounts of money 
budgeted 
for 
trail 
mainte­ 
nance were barely enough for 
the major trails and a- a re­ 
sult secondary trails were de­ 
teriorating.

In the oak-shaded outside 
rings tiny children in full rid­ 
ing kit sat astride smooth 
gray donkeys. Smart Set deb.» 
petted shaggy brown donkeys. 
Middle - management 
execu­ 
tives fussed over spotted pin­ 
to donkeys. And there was 
one tiny beast who was al­ 
most pink. 
There were donkeys, don­ 
keys everywhere at the Don­ 
key Breed 
Society’s fourth 
championship 
show—450 
of 
them, gathered from all over 
England at a vast farm show 
ground in the English mid­ 
lands. 
There are dog shows, cat 
shows, cattle shows, and r.o 
one thinks there is anything 
odd about horse shows. So 
why not a donkey show? 
“ After all, the donkey has a 
history going back more than 
2,000 years,”

Making Sardinia beautiful 
She plays God to island 


PORTO CERVO, 
Sardinia 
(UPI) —Elena Suarez loves 
her job. She’s playing God to 
an island. 
The 
sturdy 
Cuban-born 
landscape architect brought 
her green 
thumb 
and 
in­ 
fectious enthusiasm to Sar- 
d i n i a ’ s austerely beautiful 
E m e r a l d Coast only two 
years ago. Already the aspect 
of its craggy valleys and rug­ 
ged »hores—famed for their 
wind-carved rock fantasies— 
has been softened by new ver- 
duie. 
“ Once Sardinia was covered 
with oak forests, but they 
were cut down for making 
charcoal and for railroad ties 
on 
the 
mainland 
(Italy),” 
Mrs. Suarez said in an inter­ 
view. “ Then the people on 
this coast put in goats and 
sheep and they grazed all the 
new growth and caused a lot 
ot erosion. In some places 


nothing would grow but cac­ 
tus.” 
Only two of the forests re­ 
mained until they were des­ 
troyed recently by arson—a 
persistent problem 
in 
Sar­ 
dinia. Considerable reforesta­ 
tion has been initiated in oth­ 
er parts of Sardinia, using 
mainly pine and eucalyptus, 
although neither tree is in 
character with the island’s 
native urowth. 
Along the 35-mile Emerald 
Coast, a prime summer play­ 
ground for the International 
Set. only native plants are 
bemg re-introduced. The re­ 
sort’s developer is the eco­ 
logy-minded Aga Khan IV, a 
stickler for maintaining the 
indigenous character of the 
area. 
The Muslim religious lea­ 
der's Consortium, which po­ 
lices 
the 
architecture 
and 
landscauing of villas, hotels 


and other developments, has 
issued a list of banned plants 
that includes most types of 
pine, 
eucalyptus 
and 
tall 
palms. Purchasers of prop­ 
erty must aeree to protecl 
existing vegetation. 
Since goats were eliminated 
by the conversion of the coast 
into*a resort in 1962, second­ 
ary shrubs and trees have 
gotten a good start. They 
grow as fast as three feet a 
year if fertilized. The Con­ 
sortium has set aside green 
zones where there will be no 
building, and roadside refo­ 
restation is under way under 
Mrs. Suarez’ direction. 
“ We are working with the 
forest service of Italy which 
supplies plants, especially ev­ 
ergreens 
such 
as 
junipers, 
and part of the labor,” Mrs. 
Suarez said. “ Anything wfe do 
here can be an object lesson 
to other barren islands, such 


as many of the Greek islands. 
The only problem is that 
Greece cut down us forests 
2.000 years ago and erosion is 
wrorse there.” 
Mrs. Suarez, who formerly 
taught at her alma mater, 
Louisiana 
State 
University, 


has established a 12-acre nur­ 
sery where she experiments 
with suitable plants and pro­ 
duces seedlings for purchase 
by villa owners. She sits on 
the Consortium's architectur­ 
al committee which inspects 
Villa sites to see that trees 
destroyed by construction are 
replaced somewhere else, on 
the property. 
“ We urge villa owners to 
use as much native vegatiun 
as possible and we don’t en­ 
courage grass,” she said. “ It 
is foreign to the area and b 
comes an eyesore if not wa­ 
tered regularly. If they insist 
on grass we ask that it ce 


planted sparingly and when 
it can’t be seen from a di> 
tance.” 
Sardinia 
has 
a 
bountiful 
enough supply of water as a 
result of its rainy winters but 
a dearth of humus soil. There 
isn’t enough livestock to pro­ 
vide 
natural 
fertilizer 
and 
commercial 
fertilizers 
are 
costly for reforestation on the 
princely scale of the 
Aga 
Khan’s project. 


“ We could use out garbage 
lor fertilizer instead of dis­ 
posing of it. so I've been to 
Germany to studv a system of 
composting garbage 
and 
I 
think it can be done here," 
Mrs. Saurez said. “ We also 
have plenty of seaweed. If we 
could de-salt it and compost it 
we could fertilize the whole 
coast.” 


“ People tell me there didn't 
used to be any birds on this 
coast, except 
seagulls, 
but 
now 
the girls are coming 
back,” Mrs. Saurez said with 
more than a hint of pride. 
“ There’ll be more when we 
have more vegetation. It’s in­ 
terdependence in nature—the 
basic principle of ecology—at 
work.”

Behind the expensive props, 
however, stands a Telex ren­ 
ted for $160 a month, a wom­ 
an who answers the telephone 
With a crisp “ Bunk oi bark, 
Limited” and transfers calls 
to a man who plays the roie 
of the moment—whether it be 
Bank of Sark president, direc­ 
tor or chief financial officer. 
The game being played, al­ 
legedly by a syndicate of cri­ 
minals including members of 
the Mafia, is designed to con­ 
vert an estimated $50 billion 
in stolen and counterfeit secu­ 
rities 
into 
dollars, 
francs, 
marks, pounds and other le­ 
gitimate currencies. 
The targets of fraudulent 
schemes to market or other­ 
wise make the bogus secu­ 
rities negotiable are stockbro­ 
kers, 
bankers, 
businessmen 
and even government officials 


in some developing nations. 
A complicated network oi 
criminals posing as legitimate 
businessmen is being exposed 
in a series of hearings by the 
Senate Permanent Investiga­ 
tions subcommittee, chaired 
by Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 
D-Wash. 
The subcommittee has been 
probing stolen securities since 
facts began emerging that 
during the Wall Street “paper 
crunch” of 1969-70 they disap­ 
peared in wholesale lots.

the state Resources Agency 
says. 
In a 129-page study entitled 
‘ E n e r g y Dilemma,” the 
agency Wednesday also said 
the state’s power needs in the 
next two decades also require 
continued development of Cal­ 
ifornia’s three existing nucl­ 
ear generating facilities. 
But in setting forth what it 
called a 20-year plan for po­ 
wer plant siting, the agency 
warned that because of cur- 
ent delays in nuclear power 
plant construction, it might 
already be too late to avoid 
electricity “disruptions.” 
By 1991, the report said, 
more than half of the state’s

“ Fossil-fuel plants are less 
desirable than nuclear plants 
from the standpoint of public 
health, air quality and the re- 
aliability of the fuel supply."

However, it did not specify 
how many of the

plants would be nuclear or 
where they shouid be located. 
Rather it included a de­ 
tailed map of the state, spe­ 
cifying “optimum” areas for 
plant location based on popu­ 
lation and earthquake danger. 
The most desirable areas, 
the report said, are the ex- 
t r e m e southeastern desert 
corner of the state and the 
north-central 
valley, 
inland 
from the Oregon border to 
Fresno. Isolated coastal areas 
were listed as possible sites. 
California currently has one 
nuclear plant in operation at 
San Onofre and two under 
construction at Rancho Seco 
and Diablo Canyon. Four oth­ 
er sites have been proposed 
by utility companies in North­ 
ern California and three in 
Southern California. Six other 
plants are planned but no site 
chosen. Only one petroleum- 
powered 
facility 
is 
being 
planned. 
“It should be recognized 
that not all the sites named 
will be found feasible by the 
utilities, and those found fea­ 
sible may not all be ap­ 
proved.” the report said. 
A total of 11 new plants are 
needed because of an 
ex­ 
pected surge in electricity use 
from 27,500 megawatts last 
year to 89,000 megawatts in 
1991, the report said. 
The agency recommended 
establishment of 
an overall 
state 
energy 
policy" 
and 
creation of "an entity” within 
the Resources Agency with 
authority over siting of new 
power plants. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan last 
week 
vetoed 
legislation 
to 
create a state energy council 
with power to approve new 
sites and take action to con­ 
serve energy. 
Reagan said 
the measure was an “unfi­ 
nished product.” 
Ihe 
report was 
financed 
through the sale of persona­ 
lized license plates. It was 
submitted to the legislature 
for consideration and possible 
action.

Police target 
in big lawsuit 
CHARLOTTE, N.C. (UPI) 
- The Charlotte police de­ 
partment was sued for $1 mil­ 
lion Tuesday on behalf of sur­ 
vivors of an 18-year-old black 
who was killed last month in 
a scuffle with two policemen. 
The suit also asked for an in­ 
junction barring police from 
discrimination against blacks. 
Ricky R. Cunningham was 
shot to death in the fight with 
the two officers. A county 
grand jury last week voted 
not to indict the officers. 
The suit charged that Cun­ 
ningham's death was but one 
of a series of incidents involv­ 
ing discrimination. 
Police Chief J. C. Goodman 
called the federal court suit 
“harassment.**

lar sites, he asked the realtor 
to guide him to a bank. 
There, Mastriana testified, he 
opened an account with a 
worthless $100,000 
Bank of 
Sark check. 
The 
former 
Schenectady, 
N.Y., printer then withdrew i 
$10,000 in cash “to tide me 
over ” With a valid bank 
check, he 
bought 
a 
Con­ 
tinental Mark III, wined and 
dined the realtor and the ban­ 
ker. Later the banker would 
ask Mastriana how to cash 
the 
Bank 
of 
Sark 
check. 
“Mail it,” said 
Mastriana. 
“The address is on the back.” 
The gambit by the Bank of 
Sark 
was 
to 
receive 
the 
checks, but not acknowledge 
them. When the Texas bank 
was not reimbursed for the 
$100,000, the banker became 
edgy, threatened to sue. Mas­ 
triana then charged the bank 
had lost his check and was 
falsely suing him. He de­ 
manded the return of the 
Bank of Sark check. The ban­ 
ker backed off and a few 
days later Mastriana disap­ 
peared. 
This ploy was to be re­ 
peated 
at other 
banks 
in 
Texas, Oklahoma 
and 
Flo­ 
rida. 
Mastriana, a man of less 
t h a n average height and 
above average weight, fond of 
patent leather shoes and blue, 
double-breasted suits, said he 
never used a pseudonym dur­ 
ing his three years of activ­ 
ity. He also had a 20-year re­ 
cord of criminal convictions. 
There w'as a “ red flag” put 
on Bank of Sark by the U.S. 
Treasury, “but bankers never 
read that stuff the govern­ 
ment mails them. They throw 
it in the trash,” he said. 
Mastriana 
once 
cashed 
$300,000 in stolen U.S. Smelt­ 
ing securities at the Mi uni 
of lice of a New York Stock 
Exchange member, receiving 
payment within three days. A 
new account usually requires 
five days for processing. 
On that occasion, he put the 
cash into the Key Biscayne 
bank of 
President 
Nixon’s 
friend, C. G. “ Bebe” Rebozo. 
Mastriana boasted he was in­ 
troduced as a big, new custo­ 
mer to Rebozo. Nothing de­ 
veloped from the meeting, 
and Rebozo was not aware 
that the money came from 
the cashing of stolen secu­ 
rities, Mastriana said. 
Mastriana was only a small 
man 
in 
the operation. 
Al­ 
though he scoffed at the “pi­ 
geons” he cleaned between 
1968 and 1971, Mastriana him­ 
self always was in danger of 
arrest. 
He was caught in Florida 
for attempting to sell stoh n 
securities and was later ex­ 
tradited to Texas where h« 
was convicted of fraud. While 
Mastriana’s cover was blown 
and the heat was on the Bank 
of Sark, the bosses tried to 
use their stolen and counter­ 
feit securities to move into a 
legitimate bank in Panama. 
Plans were laid at a country 
estate in Britain by the son of 
a member of the House ol 
Lords. 
Ernest Shinwell, a small 
man in his 50s, was bankrupt 
and looking for a way to re­ 
gain his wealth. Being the son 
of Lord Emmanuel Shinwell, 
he had access to people ol 
fortune. 
Shin well, who bas been in­ 


dicted in Luxembourg for al­ 
legedly trying to bank stolen 
securities, was an “official’ 
of the Bank of Sark, along 
with Dominic Mantell, said to 
be a member of the organ- 
ized-crime “Magaddino fami­ 
ly” of Buffalo, N.Y. Mantell 
purportedly was the primary 
source of the bogus securities. 
Mantell and Shinwell, alle­ 
gedly trying to move into Pa­ 
nama, invited known repu­ 
table men to join them. As 
backing they had some $14 
million in stolen securities, 
the source of which was un­ 
known to the legitimate busi­ 
nessmen. 


One invited in was David 
W. 
Slater, an international 
banker from Albany, N.Y., 
known in Panama. The digni­ 
fied, graying Slater eventual­ 
ly would become suspicious 
and help authorities unravel 
the scheme. 
“ I was picked up at the 
Manchester 
Airport,” 
said 
Slater, 
recalling 
an 
early 
meeting in Britain, “and dri­ 
ven to Springwood—an estate 
with spacious grounds, pools, 
a home of 25-30 rooms, ca­ 
retakers, and Rolls 
Royce, 
Bentley or Jaguar cars avail­ 
able if needed. It was most 
impressive. 
It 
represented 


wealth and comfort consid­ 
erably rare to us here in the 
States.” 
Such surroundings disarmed 
Slater and the others. 
The Bank of Sark group ran 
some stolen securities into a 
Swiss bank which gave letters 
of credit worth $600,000 on S3 
million worth of securities. 
Other letters of credit lor $3 
million and $6 million were 
obtained from Zurich Inter­ 
national Investment Corp., a 
“paper” bank in Nassau. 
With the backing of legiti­ 
mate businessmen, the Bank 
of Sark group moved into Pa­ 
nama, using the worthless let­ 


ters of credit to borrow funds 
from Panamanian banks to 
buy legitimate properties. 
T h e 
plan 
would 
have 
enabled the Bank of Sark to 
set up valid business oper­ 
ations by using money from 
Panamanian 
banks 
holding 
worthless letters of credit for 
security. 
If 
the 
businesses 
succeeded, no questions. 
If 
they failed, the Bank of Sark 
group would skip the country, 
defrauding the Panamanian 
banks. 
The Bank of • Sark is fi­ 
nished now, but scores of 
similar operations involving 
hundreds of con men still fun­ 


ction. 
Manuel, who has been in­ 
vestigating 
the 
theft 
and 
fraudulent use of securities • 
since 1970, says police are 
having more difficulty track­ 
ing down misuse of securities. 
There 
is 
“a 
burgeoning 
group of 
professional 
con­ 
fidence men and international 
swindlers who are, to a great 
degree, closely knit and inter­ 
locking, most of whom are 
recidivist 
securities 
viola­ 
tors,” Manuel said. 
“Their 
forte is that they know “now 
to use bad paper’ and in so 
doing are limited only by 
their own ingenuity."

ever closer 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(UPI) 
—In less than a month San 
Franciscans can expect to be­ 
gin riding the nation’s first 
new subway transit system in 
65 years. 
Subway tunnels have been 
burrowed under busy Market 
Street, the arterial spine of 
the city, ^nd the underground 
stations are ready for use by 
the biggest locally financed 
public works project in U.S. 
history. 
On Nov. 5, the first BART 
(Bay 
Area 
Rapid 
Transit) 
trains are scheduled to roll 
under 
San 
Francisco, 
con­ 
necting 
downtown 
with 
po­ 
pulous residential areas to the 
southwest. 
But the day of final triumph 
lies in a troubled future for 
the first U.S. 
subway-rapid 
transit 
system 
designed 
to 
counter the 20th Century auto 
cultism 
that 
has 
backfired 
into a smog and congestion 
crisis. 
That day will come when 
the heart of the $1.5 billion 
system, a tube running under 
San Francisco Bay, is finally 
opened to the sleek 80-mile- 
an-hour BART trains. 


Bucket seats 
Across the Bay to the east, 
t h e 
1 o u n g e-like 
electric 
coaches already are skimm­ 
ing through a chain of subur­ 
ban cities on elevated tracks 
that give way to ground-level 
r a i l s , 
then 
descend 
un­ 
derground 
into 
metropolitan 
Oakland’s new subway sta­ 
tions. 
Passengers ride comfortab­ 
ly in bucket style seats in rat- 
tle-and-joit free cars mat fea­ 
ture carpeting and view win­ 
dow's, much like passengers 
in high-lying jet airliners. 
But while they ride swiftly 
and in style, they don’t al­ 
ways 
get 
where 
they 
are 
going as planned. 


For the first rapid transit 
system designed to run like a 
spaceage rocket is still har­ 
nessed 
with 
an 
antiquated 
control system. It consists of 
men 
with 
telephones 
who

trains when to move safely. 
When they can’t move, they 
simply wait. 
A $35-million control system 
built for the west’s first big 
urban transit system, born of

waiting to operate trains over 
a 75-mile 
network—virtually 
without the touch of a human 
hand. 
System not working 
The no-hands system is not

working.

Created in 1962 with the lar­

Inflation woes

BART Director of Finance 
William F. Goelz blames the 
huge projected deficit on a 
settlement that ended a labor 
strike last summer and is ex­ 
pected to cost $42 million over 
five years. Also, failure of 
BART to open the transbay 
tube this year turned a pro­ 
jected $700,000 surplus into a 


$12.6 million deficit 
Though it has been able to 
lobby millions of dollars in 
federal grants for such peri­ 
pheral items as landscaping.

NATO base a few miles from 
Reykjavik have used the cod­ 
fish war not only to whip up 
sentiment against Britain and 
to a lesser degree West Ger­ 
many, theoretical NATO al­ 
lies, but also to demand Ice­ 
land’s total withdrawal from 
the North Atlantic Treaty Al­ 
liance. 
Iceland’9 coalition govern­

son has pledged that U.S. for­ 
ces will withdraw by 1975. 
Both East and West see Ice­ 
land as the key to control of 
the North Atlantic. 
The British occupied it in 
1940 to block the Germans 
and were replaced 
by 
the 
Americans in 1941. The Amer­ 
icans left in 1946, came back 
in 1951 and have been there 
ever since. Some 3,000 Ameri­ 
cans under the command of 
an admiral act in the dual 
role of a defense force for 
Iceland and monitor of the 
sea lanes. 
The Icelanders have not al­ 


ways been gracious hosts. 


In World War II, Britain 


sometimes used Iceland as a 


transfer point 
for captured 


prisoners from German sub- 
m a r i n e s . The Icelanders 
cheered 
the 
Germans 
and 
booed the British. 
In current times, many Ice­ 
landers refer to the Ameri­ 
cans as an occupation force. 
Communists make up about 
a third of the coalition gov­ 
ernment majority in the Ice­ 
landic parliament. Last year 
Iceland announced extension 
of its fishing waters from 12 
to 50 miles offshore and cam e 
into immediate collision with 
the British and West 
Ger­ 
mans. Britain dispatched war­ 
ships to protect its trawlers 
and 
Iceland 
demands 
for 
NATO intevention followed. 
NATO attempts at media­ 
tion proved unsuccessful. 
It was unfortunate but per­ 
haps inevitable that the two 
issues 
become 
intermeshed. 
In any event, should U.S. and 
Icelandic negotiations fail, the 
entire power balance of the 
North Atlantic could be ef- 
fected.

The doctor comments 
A few questions 
about childbirth

DEAR DR. LAMB — Now 
that I am pregnant 1 have a 
tew questions that I hope you 
will 
answer. 
1) What 
are 
some signs of coming labor? 
2) How long does labor last? 
3) Is it true you are supposed 
to drink a quart of milk a 
day? 4) Is childbirth as pain- 
iul as they say it is? 5) Is it 
harmful to gain so much 
weignt wnen you are preg­ 
nant? 
Dear Reader — Labor is a 
good term tor the delivery oi 
die baby. The walls of the 
u t e r u s are composed ol 
muscle libers that contract or 
work until they exert enough 
torce 
to 
move 
the 
baby 
through the birth canal. This 
same 
muscular 
contraction 
mechanism, but to a lesser 
degree, is responsible for the 
contractions 
that 
lead 
to 
cramps in some women. 
Generally the uterus is fair­ 
ly quiet in the first part ol 
pregnancy. About the 30th 
week of pregnancy occasio- 
1 naily mild contractions of the 
• uterus begin. You will be able 
to notice them. They are not 
painful, just a muscle con­ 
traction. They increase in fre­ 
quency, and, in essence, tne 
uterine muscles warm up lor 
I the task ahead. These earlier 
J contractions are irregular. As 
the time for actual labor ap- 
I proaches the contractions be­ 
come more forceful and tend 
to become regular. At the 
time of labor they may be oc­ 
curring about every two min­ 
utes. 
If labor proceeds naturally, 
without the use of drugs, it 
can last over a day. The 
prooiem is separating “ false 
labor pains,” which are weak, 
sporadic 
contractions 
from 
the real thing. The first baby 
usually takes longer to deliv­ 
er. 
With 
each 
succeeding 
pregnancy 
the 
delivery 
is 
usually shorter and easier. 
After multiple births some 
women have great difficulty 
getting to the hospital in time 
tot delivery , and the whole la­ 
bor may represent less than 
an hour. 
Childbirth is not necessarily 
painful. It can be, particular­ 
ly if the mother is up-tight 
about it 
and expects 
the 
worst. When “ they say” it is 
very 
painful, 
“ they" 
are 
doing you a disservice. By 
frightening you “ they” make 
it more likely that you will be 
tense and have a problem. 
Don’t listen to these stories, 
some women who are pre­ 
pared 
psychologically 
have 
babies without any medica­ 
tion. And, for women who do 
have pain, there are a multi­ 
tude of ways that your doctor 
can make it a lot easier for 
you without endangering your 
baby. 
What you eat during your 
pregnancy is very important 
to the growth and 
devel­ 
opment of your baby — and 
lor your own health as well.

It is essential 
to the cell’s ability to repr­ 
oduce or develop more DNA, 
the vital substance that gives 
a cell its inherited characte­ 
ristics.

for B vitamins is increased 
during pregnancy.

Since protein is the very es­ 
sence of growing new cells, 
t h e requirements 
increase 
during a pregnancy, ami the 
protein source must include 
adequate amounts oi all the 
essential amino acids. Animal 
proteins are the most depen­ 
dable source of these, and 
milk contains such a protein. 
Lncreamed cottage cheese is 
1 1 s o f i n e . Lean meats, 
poultry, and fish are also ex­ 
cellent sources of complete 
proteins. Obviously, it 
the 
mother nurses the baby she 
will need more protein. Cal­ 
cium, and phosphorous to pro­ 
duce milk. 
The carbohydrates and fats 
provide calories. On the aver­ 
age, a woman will use about 
2U0 more calories a day than 
before pregnancy. The guide | 
here to her calorie needs is 
based on her weight and evi- | 
dence of any fat under the ;

Weight gain during preg­ 
nancy is normal, and I might 
add that pregnancy is not a 
good time to correct an un­ 
derlying weight problem.

After delivery there is, of 
course, the loss of weight 
from the baby, the placenta, . 
and the sac and its fluid. In 
the succeeding five days a 
woman may eliminate about 
five pounds of the excess wa­ 
ter. The engorged 
breasts 
chough may actually increase 
in size and will retain their 
weight, gradually returning to 
normal size if the woman 
does not nurse the baby. 
The real problem for most 
normal women is to control 
their appetite after pregnan­ 
cy. Many have developed a 
habit of eating for two and 
continue to do so afterward 
with predictable results.

—In places like Grass Valley, 
Calif., Livingston, Mont., and 
Virginia City, Nev., a few old 
t i m e r s have been sitting 
around for nearly 40 years 
waiting for the day the mines 
would open again. 
That day may be here. 
Gold and silver prospectors 
are in the hills, sprucing up 
their claims. 
There is a run on gold pan­ 
ning 
equipment. 
Literature 
and maps on the Mother Lode 
country are in demand. 
Besides 
the 
adventurers 
seeking riches or glamour in 
the quest for gold and silver, 
many 
serious 
businessmen 
are buying claims and enlist­ 
ing engineers with modern 
tools to exploit the rich ores 
of the West —ores which were 
merely pilfered by the earlier 
waves of miners. 


Anaconda, 
Kennecott 
and 
other mining giants are un­ 
dertaking vast new operations 
in Nevada, Arizona and Mon­ 
tana to get copper, a metal 
which is in worldwide short­ 
age. 


Uranium, coal, lead, zinc, 
silver and gold are the tar­ 
gets of others, in these states 
and in Utah, Idaho, California 
and Alaska. 
Under American law and 
tradition, mineral rights are a 
property distinct from land 
ownership. The rights to min­ 
erals on public lands could be 
claimed 
by anyone. 
Many 
dormant claims are being re­ 
vived. 
Residents of a housing sub­ 
division 
in 
Tucson, 
Ariz., 
were shocked recently when 
an exploration rig was moved 
into the neighborhood and be­ 
gan digging. The homewoners 
learned that somebody else 
owned the mineral rights un­ 
der their houses and 
was 
checking the ore to determine 
whether it should be mined. 
Mining exploration projects 
in wilderness areas are run­ 
ning into bitter clashes with 
environmentalists. 
T h e Knox-Arizona Corp. 
touched off a furor when it 
began drilling on 4,300 acres 
in the Organ Pipe National 
Monument in Southern Art-, 
zona. The 
park 
had 
been 
opened to mining claims by 
Congress in 1941 when a war­ 
time 
copper 
shortage 
was 
feared. 
The new mining boom is 
not built on any hope that the 
mountains contain rich un­ 
discovered lodes. Early pros­ 
pectors pretty well combed 
every nook and cranny. But 
when the earlier miners dug 
gold and silver, they didn’t 
get it all. What the earlier 
miners couldn’t get, the new 
miners can reach by using 
modem technology. 
Last year, the McAlester 
Fuel Co. drilled 1,750 holes in 
a small mountain near Pres­ 
cott, Ariz., which once had a 
copper mine.

Near Carlin, where prospec­ 
tors worked over the sand 
years ago, a highly technical 
mining operation is now un­ 
der way which handles mas­ 
sive amount® of ore, extract­ 
ing tiny particles of gold. 
The old Comstock Lode at 
Virginia City, which produced 
about $1 billion worth of gold 
and silver in its day, is now 
largely in the hands of the 
Minerals Engineering Co. A 
spokesman for the firm said 
it has leases on 1.5 million 
tons of ore that could be min­ 
ed with a return of $15 per 
ton in silver and gold. 
For those with an urge to 
quit their jobs and go West 
with a shovel, experts have a 
word of caution. There is 
practically no chance for an 
amateur prospector to make 
a big gold “ strike.”

And as 
the 20th century approaches 
its last quarter, the American 
e x p e r i e n c e can still have 
meaning in even* part of the 
globe; for everywhere men 
and women still struggle ei­ 
ther to preserve the liberty 
and plenty they have aready 
gained or else to reach wis­ 
tfully toward those prizes. 
In the beginning, America 
seemed the New World be­ 
cause it was open, making 
available to all an abundance 
ot space and confining none 
within the bounds of inherited 
institutions. 
It pointed tow ard the future 
rather than toward the past. 
Later, when the United States 
became an independent re­ 
public and when its spaces fil­ 
led up, it developed institu- 
ions which left open the pos- 
sibiities for change, which in­ 
deed stressed the values of 
transience and improvement 
and rewarded people willing 
to move into the unknown. 
Such values are more than 
ever important in a world 
tom by doubts about the fu­ 
ture, no longer certain about 
the inevitability of progress, 
and inclined toward pessimism 
about the nature of man. 
Experience taught Ameri­ 
cans a different lesson. Few 
enjoyed lives of ease and 
comfort. Not the early immi­ 
grants who crossed he rough 
and uncharted Atlantic before 
coming ashore in a hostile 
wilderness. Nor their succes­ 
sors, jammed in the steerages 
of vessels that brought them 
to lives of incessant labor in 
factory or construction gang. 
Not the farmers who might 
see months of toil put to 
nought by a turn in the 
weather or a fluctuation in a 
distant market. Not the busi­ 
nessmen, the promoters, the 
salesmen, endlessly striving 
for the success few would gain. 
No, ease was rarely among the 
New World’s promises. 
Nevertheless, 
Americans 
were optimists, often without 
illusions about the odds in 
any specific instance, but cer­ 
tain that each year would be 
an 
improvement 
upon 
its 
predecessor. Their whole his­ 
tory was evidence: a tiny 
handful had grown in num­ 
bers to subdue a continent; 
from small beginnings they 
had become great in power 
and wealth. Many families re­ 
peated on an individual scale 
the national pattern ol rise 
from humble origins, lo lack 
faith was fooling in a world in 
which opportunity abounded 
Caution, comfortable habits, 
and tradition were impedi­ 
ments from the past which 
stood in the way of the fu­ 
ture. 
Over and over Americans 
learned the necessity for tak­ 
ing risks, for surrendering 
what might be tolerable on 
the chance of gaining what 
might be better. They were 
plungers and speculators by 
temperament — not only t h e 
frontiersmen or those who 
built extensive enterprises, but 
also the tinkering inventors 
who puzzled over better ways 
of doing a job and the long 
line of reformers willing to up* 
set the existing social order 
out of the certainty that im­ 
provement was possible. 
They were calculating ob­ 
servers, not coo ten*, to accept 
nature as given, ready to 
reshape it to their own pur­ 
poses. Where a forest stood, 
they saw clearings, fields ot 


giain, and the timber to build 
ships and homes; rivers were 
for bridging and great dis­ 
tances for crossing. What had 
developed out of the past 
reached the present in order 
to be transformed for the fu­ 
ture. 
It followed that Americans 
were no great respecters of 
age. 
Youth was ever the che­ 
r i s h e d season—for adven­ 
turous thoughts, for imagina­ 
tive settings-torth. Though the 
old-timers might resent being 
edged out, they could nui 
deny the right oi their juniors 
to push torward as they them­ 
selves had once done. 
in the 2<Jih century, as in 
the 18th, his society loosened 
all personal ties. Fatniy o d u - 
gattonh were not to fence the 
next generation in, nor was 
loyalty to the particular place 
of ones birth, lhe old Ken­ 
tucky home was a subject tor 
nostalgia, but not reason for 
staying put. 
lhe 
advance 
upon the frontier was a suc­ 
cession of abandonments, for 
the pull of the golden West 
emptied many a hearthside in 
the old East. The urban fron­ 
tier had the same effect; you 
could not keep them down on 
the farm once they glimpsed 
the lures of town. Americans 
became a 
restless 
people, 
ever in motion, determined to 
let 
no sentimental consid­ 
erations hinder the pursuit of 
opportunity. 
The world of the 1970s, 
which increasingly values sta­ 
bility and tradition, and shuns 
change, might well reflect 
upon what would be lost with 
the extinction of tha optimis­ 
tic willingness to bet on the 
future once characteristic of 
the Americans. The ability of 
a heterogeneous population to 
live together in tolerable har­ 
mony, the ideal of equal op­ 
portunity, and the commit­ 
ment to freedom m significant 
ways all hinged upon the con­ 
fidence in man’s capacity for 
improvement and in society’s 
capacity for progess. 
Diversity of origins was al­ 
ways characteristic of the 
p o p u l a i o n o f the United i 
States. Never could the myth 
of common 
ancestry 
bind j 
these people together. National 
sentiment spring from ano­ 
ther source—not from a view 
of the past but from an ex­ 
pectation about the future, 
from the belief of its people 
that out of many they were 
becoming one. 
There were numerous flaws 
in the effort to put that belief 
into practice: 
episodes 
of 
tragic 
prejudice 
and 
dis­ 
crimination, outbursts of vio­ 
lence by group against group, 
as 
some 
Americans 
chal­ 
lenged the premise of divers­ 
ity and hid beneath the Klan- 
ish sheets of racism. Still the 
national achievement was im­ 
pressive; how impressive per­ 
haps can be understood better 
in the 1970s than earlier. 
For a decade which, In 
many parts of the world, sees 
religious, tribal, and national 
loyalties plunge into bitter 
conflict people who have lived 
side by side for centuries, the 
American experience has spe- 
c i a I relevance. 
Here the 
hopes for a common future, 
h o w e v e r slowly and im­ 
perfectly, persuaded those di­ 
vided by race, by religion, 
and by ethnic origin that they 
all had more to lose by battl­ 
ing than by accepting one 
anoher. 
Opportunity was the great 
persuader. There were impor­ 
tant exceptions—slaves, 
In­ 
dians held in reservations, 
and other victims of preju­ 
dice. 
Nevertheless the underlying 
thrust of American society 
has always been toward a wi- 
de n i n g of opportunity to 
enable all nu n and women to 
make what they could of 
themselves. 
All 
aspirations 
toward aristocracy, all efforts 
at inclusion and 
exclusion 
were pitiful failures; status in 
the United States depended 
not on rank or parentage but 
upon ahcievement. That did 
not mean that everyone had 
an equal chance to attain 
riches, but an Increasing per­ 
centage found their work re­ 
warded by improvement in 
their social position. The con­ 
sciousness that careers of ev­ 
ery sort were open to all gave 
meaning to the restless striv­ 
ings of peope in motion. A fu­ 
ture of expanding horizons 
made room for all. 
At a time when competitive 
tensions tempt some to reach 
for privileged quotas, it is im­ 
portant to recall the extent to 
which equality of opportunity 
gave Americans a stake in

which she insists keep mak­ 
ing prisons worse.

know any more about the pri­ 
son system than any other 
middle class white American 
unul she was asked by the 
A m e r i c a n Civil Liberties 
Union three years ago to pre­ 
pare an article on prisoners’ 
civil rights.

rors —from the self-perpe­ 
tuating bureaucracy and its 
frignteningly complete power

lead her to deiend proposals 
for abolishing prisons rather 
than reiormmg them.

Rhode Island, 1 
beueve it is, has no women 
prisoners at ail. And most of 
the women in prison are there 
for different kinds of crime 
than men — lor prostitution 
and narcotics, which aren’t 
real crimes at all. So I decided 
to concentrate on the main 
problem, which is men’s felo­ 
ny prisons.”

Developers 
fail to meet cash, leasing deadline 
Pomona urged to cancel agreement on mall project

POMONA — Fred Sharp, executive 
director of the Community Redevelop­ 
m ent Agency, will recom m end to the 
City Council Monday night the term i­ 
nation of an agreem ent giving the Spei- 
del and Smith Development Co. an ex­ 
clusive 
right 
ol 
developm ent 
for 
a 
proposed $8 million retail center on Po­ 
mona Mall East. 
Despite the interest shown in the 
proposal, Sharp said in his w ritten rec­ 
om m endations to the council: 
“ The developers had difficulty ob­ 
taining their front money and were not 
able to complete 
the 
initial 
design 
phases. Lack of interest on the part of 
prospective lessees was in no way the 
cause of the developers’ delay.” 
The proposal was first m ade public by 


the developers in D ecem ber of 1971. 
Last M arch 5, the previous council 
by a 4-1 vote approved a redevelop­ 
ment agreem ent with the developers 
for the construction of a m all-type en­ 
closed structure with rooftop parking. 
The project would have involved the 
sale by the agency of $2.5 million in 
redevelopm ent bonds for land acquisi­ 
tion, relocation, 
site demolitidn 
and 
other costs. 
The developers w ere required under 
the agreem ent to present evidence of 
firm financing of the project. Another 
provision in the agreem ent was that 
the redevelopm ent bonds would not be 
sold until the developers could show 
com m itm ents for 60 per cent leasing. 
“ Since 
these 
provisions 
w ere 
the 
m ain substance of the lease and the 
developers have not been able to com- 


ply with them in the six m onths’ pe­ 
riod allotted, 
the unanim ous recom ­ 
m endation of the redevelopm ent staff 
is that the agreem ent, since it has ex­ 
pired, be term inated w ithout prejudice, 
by positive agency action,” said Sharp. 
Sharp is recom m ending the council, 
acting as the redevelopm ent agency, 
term inate the agreem ent with the de­ 
velopers and instruct the staff to pre­ 
pare any 
statem ents of 
liability 
of 
Speidel-Smith to the city under the 
agreem ent. 
He also is recom m ending that the 
council “ authorize invitations for any 
and all interested developers to present 
proposals for the redevelopm ent of the 
mall in downtown Pom ona, east of C a­ 
rey Avenue, after a joint m eeting and

Could you tell us how to give our television set back? 
When we got our color TV it was supposed to have been 
adjusted at the factory but it wasn’t. It took us a week to get 
someone out to fix it. It was a mess. 


Right after we got it repaired, if we unplugged it there 
would be lines when we plugged it in again. 
We had to have a repairman come out at least once a month 
from December 1972. the month of purchase, until July. 


In July, the TV really started acting up. The top would slant 
and you couldn’t read any. of the words. 
\ high-pitched sound was coming from it almost constantly. 
The repairman told me the high pitch sound was in my head. I 
told him everyone who came to our house could hear it. 


I called the manager of the store where we bought the TV 
and said we wanted another TV, that this one was a lemon. He 
said thev didn’t sell lemons and that they couldn’t give us 
another because ours was six months old. 


We have paid over $200 on the set and we don’t want to have 
to pay the rest, which is $500. How do we go about giving 
something back?—S.L., Pomona. 


We contacted the store m anager. About a month later, the 
vice president of the firm owning the store informed us that 
you*’ set had been exchanged for a new one at no cost to you. 


He said you have expressed com plete satisfaction with the 
reception of your new set. 


My wife's mother purchased a pair of earrings from a Po­ 
mona jewelry firm in J u l y . They were a birthday gift to my 
wife. 


My wife did not want the earrings because they were too 
expensive. She and her mother were refused a refund. They 
were told that they would have to accept a gift certificate for 
the amount of the purchase, $81. 


My wife then selected two pairs of earrings for a total 
amount of $31.80 and was issued a gift certificate for the re­ 
maining amount. She has returned to the store several times 
and has not seen anything to her liking. 


I went to the store on Sept. 8 and requested a refund for the 
amount of the gift certificate. I was turned down. 


I feel that it is poor customer relations for a company to 
refuse a refund and force a customer to take merchandise in­ 
stead— W.M., Pomona. 


We talked with the store m anager, who said the m atter of a 
refund is up to the m erchant’s discretion. We inform ed you 
that we agreed with this statem ent. 


To find out what other m erchants would have done in the 
circum stances, we contacted three stores picked at random . 
I he store you dealt with was not identified to any of the three. 
Oi»e m erchant said she m ight have made a refund it the 
m erchandise had been i ¡um .d the very next day after the 
purchase. She thought the store w here your mother-in-law 
bought the earrings had been very fair. 


The other two said their policy in sim ilar circum stances was 
to m ake a refund if the m erchandise was returned within 30 
days ol purchase. One pointed out that health regulations for­ 
bade returning earrings m ade for pierced ears.

Overhauling 
our pyramids 


The greatest public works project since the pyra­ 
mid is taking just about as long to complete. 
For the past IT years, the nation has concentrated 
on building the Interstate Highway System, putting 
more than 33 billion federal dollars and 4.b billion 
state dollars into it. The system is now almost 81 
per cent finished. 
Unlike the pyramids, however, the job won t be 
done when the last concrete is poured on the last 
mile of Interstate. In fact, the excellence of this 
system, which enables motorists to travel thousands 
of m iles without a traffic light and with greatci 
economy and safety than on ordinary roads, actual­ 
ly emphasizes the deficiencies of those other roads. 


America has 3.7 million miles of streets and high­ 
ways and 114 million drivers operate 115 million ve­ 
hicles on them. Yet half these roads are unpaved or 
otherwise inadequate to handle the present load. By 
1990, another 41 million drivers and 50 million ve­ 
hicles will join the fray. 
Sounds like a plug by the “highway lobby 
for the 
country to embark on Son of Interstate. Not at all. 
“To accommodate all the vehicles beginning to 
glut our roads, we don’t require endless miles ol 
new pavement.” sayd Donald Stabler, president of 
The Road Information Program (TRIP), a nonprofit 
organization that puts together figures about motor­ 
ing. 
. . 
- 
“We need better, smoother pavement with lower 
hills and curves. We need more overpasses and un­ 
derpasses, better signs and intersections, stronger 
bridges and wider lanes t o keep traffic flowing 
smoothly on substantially the sam e road m ileage.” 
To back up his statement, Stabler notes that ac­ 
cording to the Department of Transportation, 700,000 
miles of present-day roads are outmoded and need 
to be rebuilt. The Federal Highway Administration 
says 88,900 bridges in this country are “critically 
deficient.” 
TRIP agrees that more attention must be paid to 
developing techniques for moving people in and out 
of our major cities quickly and efficiently, like gcx>d 
rail lines in densely populated areas. However, mil­ 
lions of workers travel only within the suburbs, 
driving from home to work and back without entoi- 
ing the city. By 1985 this will represent more than 
half the total urban work travel in metropolitan 
areas. 
. 
, 
. 
But il the nation's 3.7 millon m iles ol roads were 
brought up to federal standards, says Stabler, they 
could handle almost any kind of foreseeable traffic 
squeeze with little additional mileage. 
The word then is not more new roads, but newer 
old roads.

CIA quotes Arabs on need for war 


Paradoxically, the new war between Egypt. Syria 
and Israel could lead to a better chance of peace in 
the Middle East. 
If Egypt and Syria should push back the Israelis 
even temporarily — and have their forward lines 
stabilized by a U.N. cease fire before the Israelis 
mobile sufficient forces to drive them back, then the 
two countries might be more willing to engage in 
the face-to-face talks the Israelis have been asking. 
The Israelis, too, might be more willing to deal re­ 
alistically. 
If, on the contrary’, the Israelis quickly halt the 
Arab advance and send the Egyptians and Syrians 
reeling back into their September positions, or 
mount a drive further into Syrian and Egyptian ter­ 
ritory, then Cairo and Damascus might well decide 
they bad done what they could, and be ready for a 
settlement. 
Such an outcome might satisfy those military’ and 
political groups which h a\e threatened violent ac­ 
tion against President Sadat unless he took strong 
action against Israel. 
What seem s clear as of this writing is that the 
Egyptians and Syrians are attempting the solution de­ 
veloped so successfully by the North Vietnamese in 
their final m assive attack on the South before the 
“peace” agreement. 
The Hanoi leaders attacked en masse with their 
armies, knowing that although their forces could not 
win, they nevertheless could occupy some new ter­ 
ritory which would be retained under a new cease» 
fire. 
The same situation would seem to hold true In the 
Suez Canal and Golan Heights fighting. The Egyp- 
tians and the Syrians cannot hop«' to defeat the Is­ 
raeli nation and inarch into Tel Aviv, unless we 
h a\e all been atrociously misinformed about the 
relative strength of the forces involved. But armies 
which move first in 
surprise attacks can 
usually 
gain territory, at least temporarily. 
Israel is now learning, as did i he United States m 
Vietnam, that a limited war with limited objectives 
(as was the case In the “Six Day” war) dot s not 
usually lead to peace in the real sense. In World 
War II, the fight for absolute victory — against the 
objections of those who wanted to settle for less — 
led in the end to strong economic cooperation, poli* 
li. al friendship and to military alliances between 
the United S ta t e s and its former enemies. 
Thus far at least, limited wars all too frequently 
seem to lead to prolonged suspicion and to contin 
ued fighting in one form or another, 


WASHINGTON — A study of the in­ 
telligence 
reports 
from 
the

E ast strongly suggests that Egypt and 
Syria m ay have been driven by fierce 
pride into a w ar they fully expected to 
lose. 
The Syrian Army chief. Gen Mus- 
tapba T alas, w as quoted by the Central 
Intelligence Agency, for exam ple, as 
declaring 
desperately: 
“ Depsite 
the. 
fact that . . . all the Arabs combined 
are weaker than Israel, there is no oth­ 
er choice. We m ust fight, and we will 
fight.” 
For months, he has been contending 
that the Middle E ast m ust be kept in­ 
flamed to attract world attention and 
to compel a solution. Only by keeping 
“the w ar case hot between us and Is­ 
rael,” he argued, could a political set­ 
tlement be forced. 
Continued the CIA cable: “ 1 alas -aid 
he thought that if the Arabs had con­ 
tinued to ‘fight’ Israel after their suc­ 
cessive defeats in 1948, 1956 and 1967 
rather than turning their backs in de­ 
feat, m any world leaders would have 
changed 
their 
policies 
vis-a-vis 
the 
A rab-Israeli dispute.” 


Sadat cautious 
This logic reportedly was accepted 
by Syria’s President Hafez al-Assad 
but w as resisted by F.gypt’s 
more 
cautious President Anwar Sadat. For 
three years, Sadat m ade belligerent 
noises but held back from open hosti­ 
lities. He made saber-rattling speeches. 
He posed in uniform inspecting the 
Suez fortifications. He called upon Eg­ 
yptians to prepare for the “ inevitable 
battle.” 
But he issued -ecret orders to his 
generals, according to the intelligence 
reports, not to provoke Israel. A CIA 
cable quoted m ilitary sources as say­ 
ing 
“ that 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat, 
when threatening Israel with an all-out 
w ar, was bluffing and that he had in­ 
formed the Army of this.” 


Sadat explained to his general*, as­ 
serted the cable, that he “ had to make 
this stand in order to m aintain inter­ 
national interest in the problem and to 
silence local unrest.” 
But the em pty threats bubble-gum­ 
med in Sadat’s face. O ther Arab lea­ 
ders began to mock him. An intelli­ 
gence report from Syria, for exam ple, 
quoted President ul-Assad as declaring 
derisively that “ he did not expect too 
much from Egyptians even if they ini­ 
tiated the fighting.” 
Even at home, Egyptians began to 


snicker at Sadat. A joke made the 
rounds in Cairo that he had ordered an 
attack upon Israel but had come up 
with an excuse for every day in the 
week for holding back. The punch line: 
Saturday’s excuse was that it would be 
im proper to attack Israel on the Jew ­ 
ish sabbath. 


U.S. em bassy reports 


The ridicule of Sadat, some obser­ 
vers feared, might goad him into tak­ 
ing rash action. This was the subject 
of a secret m essage from the U.S. em ­ 
bassy in Tel Aviv a few months ago. 
“ We believe,” reported the em bassy, 
“ th at Israeli leadership considers Eg­ 
ypt to be capable now, with virtually 
no further preparation and with prac­ 
tically no w arning, to launch renewed 
w ar of attrition along Suez Canal or 
limited attack across it . . . 
“ (There 
is 
a) 
tendency 
among 
Arabs, which Israelis have noted, to 
treat 
Sadat’s 
threats 
toward 
Israel 
with derision. Israelis feel that it is 
this credibility gap ot Sadat’s within 
the 
Arab 
world 
which 
conceivably 
could lead him, even against his better 
judgm ent, to decide impulsively to re­ 
sum e shooting.” 
The “ snowballing of the situation.” 
suggested a report, finally forced Sa­ 
dat to fight. The w ar preparations, ac­ 
cording 
to 
intelligence, 
began 
last 
Spring. His Syrian ally, President al- 
Assad, reportedly was eager to plunge 
i n t o 
the 
w ar. 
“ When 
the 
blow 
comes . . . ” he vowed according to 
the CIA, “ we will seize the opportunity 
and fight.” 


Diplomatic offensive 
But Sadat, cautious to the last, care­ 
fully coupled a diplom atic offensive 
with his m ilitary attack. He lined up 
Saudi A rabia’s King Faisal to neutra­ 
lize t ie U.S. by threatening to cut off 
oil shipments tf Washington favored Is­ 
rael. 
Sadat also sent word to both Wash­ 
ington and Moscow that the fighting 
was intended to wake up the world 
over the Middle Fast Crisis. Appar- 
ently. he sought to compel the great 
powers to impose a settlem ent on Is­ 
rael that would force the Israeli« to 
pull back from territory they captured 
in 1987. 
f 
The Israebs, who easily detected the 
military moves on coth borders, bom­ 
barded Washington with w arnings that 
the Syrians and Egyptians were pre­ 
paring for a full-scale offensive 


The warnings intensified in late Sep­ 


tem ber as the signs becam e clearer. 
But the policym akers in Washington, 
finding it difficult to believe the Arabs 
would risk military suicide, dism issed 
the Israeli m essages as woli-woti cries. 


Moscow dism ayed 
The outbreak ot fighting, apparently, 
has caused Moscow a* much dism ay 
as W ashington. The Egyptians have 
made no overtures to Russia, so fa r as 
we can learn, 10 support the w ar effort 
or replace Egyptian losses. 
Instead, 
Sadat reportedly has turned to Saudi 
Arabia to finance the rebuilding of Eg­ 
yptian military’ forces. 


Syria’s relations writh Russia have 
al^o deteriorated. The Syrians w ere an­ 
nexed because the Soviet technicians 
wouldn’t 
man 
ftir 
defense 
missiles 
anainst Israeli planes. This forced the 
Syrians to go all the way to Hanoi to 
-eeK qualified people who knew’ how to 
operate the sophisticated Soviet equip­ 
ment. 
The Syrians were also stung by Is­ 
raeli 
superiority in 
the 
''kies. 
The 
proud Syrians preferred to blam e this 
on inferior Soviet equipm ent 
rather 
than their own pilots 


Shortlv before the fighting resum ed, 
a c c o r d i n g to intelligence reports, 
Syria’s Foreign M inister Abdel Khad- 
dam got into a nasty argum ent with 
Russia’s Ambassador Nouredd.ne Mo- 
hiedinov. 
The 
angry 
Foreign 
M inister 
res­ 
ponded by slappmg strict travel re­ 
strictions on all Soviet personnel inside 
Syria. The Syrians tipped off the Rus­ 


sians about the coming attack, how­ 


ever, in tim e for them to withdraw’ de­ 
pendents before the hostilities began. 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, 
meanwhile, is trying to persuade the 


Arabs that the big powers cannot im­ 


pose a settlem ent upon the 
Middle 


East. Only 
painful 
negotiations 
be­ 


tween the Arabs and Israelis, he has 


told them , can possibly bring a lasting 


peace.

OUR MAN IN WASHINGTON 
Fuel shortage tied 
to limit on pricing

WASHINGTON — Five Republican senators and one Con­ 
servative pleading the case for a large industry won’t win 
many round> in liberal-minded Washington. Especially if the 
industry* they are plugging happens to be the oil industry, 
\tew ed by many here as responsible for a near criminal con­ 
spiracy to deprive us all of fuel. 
Republicans John Tower, Tex.; Henry Bellmon and Dewey 
Bartlett, Okla.; Paul Fannin, Ariz.; and Cliff Hanson, Wyo., 
were joined by New York Conservative Jam es Buckley in an 
attempt to explain the necessity for deregulating the price ot 
natural gas. 
The senators made sense to anyone who listened with an 
open mind. W’ith facts and figures they showed that while the 
Federal Power Commission has kept natural gas prices aritifi- 
cially low for domestic producers, little or nothing has been 
done to keep the price of synthetic gas at comparable levels. 
Imported gas is even worse. 
♦ 
They also attacked the worth of a specious bill now before 
the Senate that would partially reform the FPC from a stri­ 
ngent disciplinarian into a quasi-benefactor, favoring indepen- 
d< nt dealers over the large corporations. 


A discriminatory practice 
The proposed bill would do nothing to restore free-market 
movement of natural gas. Instead, it would allow independents 
to adjust prices while big companies were held back. A dis­ 
crim inatory practice that could not help but create shortages 
in some areas and surplus in others. 
Ihe six men came into the press conference fully aware 
they were trying to beard the lion in his lair. Sure enough, the 
first question accused tiiem ot being “opportunistic,” using the 
current Mid-East hostilities as a springboard to launch their 
legislative attempt. 
Mid-East reliance has been a particular sore spot with men 
like Sen. Bellmon and Sen. Tower. Both have long abjured 
increasing U.S. dependency on supplies from that international 
hot-spot. Threats that oil supplies might cease if U.S. policies 
continue to favor Israel only serve to substantiate the sena­ 
tors’ fears. 
However, the press conference was noi intended to take ad­ 
vantage of the situation. According to Sen. Buckley, the con­ 
ference was scheduled some two weeks before, and no one 
certainly had any “ advance intelligence” to predict the out­ 
break of w ar. 
Another reporter dem anded to know what kind of “gua­ 
rantee” the m ajor oil com panies had m ade in return tor legis­ 
lation to kill FPC regulation. 
Bellmon hotly replied no guarantees were necessary because 
the “ record speaks for itself.” 


Profits go into exploration 
The senator said in his state, Oklahoma, intra-state natural 
gas sales—unhindered by FPC regulations—guarante? that ot! 
companies plow much of their profits back into domestic ex­ 
ploration. 
“ You can’t get a drilling rig for nine months,” Bellmon said 
“ Rut that’s because companies can m ake a profit on what 
they find 
If the FPC controlled intra-state prices, there 
wouldn’t be that kind of activity.” 
* 
The best things this country has ever known cam e from the 
other businesses, there is no reason it can’t work for oil com 
pantes. 
As Sen. Buckley said, “ We have paid a very high price for 
our over-zealous and misguided attempt to protect the con­ 
sumer against the operations of the marketplace. 1 hope w< 
learn from this experience fhe ancient lesson that the only sure 
way a shortage can be created is to attempt to hold its pric< 
below a level which justilies its production.” 
Even Congress cannot legislate against that basic economy 
law.

Conf. from Page A-lt 
the liberties of their country. 
From time to time, the deli­ 
cate balance tipped either to­ 
ward a self-centered indivi­ 
dualism disregardful of the 
welfare of others, or toward a 
z e a l o u s evangeism deter­ 
mined to make saints of all 
whether they wished it or not. 
But in the past, at least, the 
willingr.ss to bet in progress 
restored the balance between 
i n d i v i d u a l l y and 
con­ 
nectedness. 
between 
the 
claims of the one and the rights 
of all. before too much dam­ 
age was done. 
Th e disposition 
to 
look 
ahead also imparted a ba­ 
lance to the American unders­ 
tanding of freedom. Self-re­ 
liance was a virtue and each 


person could seek his owm 
goal. But the frontier, no less 
than 
the indusrial 
environ­ 
ment, taught also the neces­ 
sity for cooperation. The indi­ 
vidual, alone in the wilder­ 
ness or the city, was weak 
a n d 
vulnerable — scarcely 
free. 


The government that pro­ 
tected him increased his po­ 
wer and therefore, up to a 
point, increased his freedom. 
Much in the political history 
of the United States was an 
experiment to discover where 
that point lay. The state had to 
act, bu only by the consent of 
those it governed and only in 
the interest of their general 
welfare; and large areas of 
l i f e — r e l i g i o n , for in­ 
stance—were outside its com­ 


petence. 
Constitutional 
agreements 
and the tracts of political 
theorists supplied the words 
to describe the arrangements 
that preserved the balance. 
But experience supplied the 
practical understanding that 
usually enabled Americans to 
ma k e 
those arrangements. 
There were dismal failures, 
as well as heartening suc­ 
cesses. But a world still prone 
to violence and irrationality, 
a world which veers from the 
verge of anarchy to total dic­ 
tatorship, can profit from re­ 
minders of the relevance ot 
that American experience.

ish him and a worse way to 
rehabilitate him. 
lob Therapy has lollowed 
through by placing 8,14 former 
offenders in jobs between last 
December and July through 
state and private funding.

What really makes this city 
of less than 1,000 residents 
stand apart is its spirit. It 
puts 
aside 
personal 
differ­ 
ences to work together. 
Examples 
are 
plentiful. 
Parents 
became 
concerned 
several years ago when play­ 
ers from the high school foot­ 
ball team, called the “Taran­ 
tulas", 
kept 
coming 
home 
from practice and games with 
cuts, scratches and bruises 
—acquired 
from 
the 
rough 
dirt field. One weekend citi­ 
zens 
got 
together, 
donated 
t h e i r 
time, 
leveled 
and 
planted grass for a new field. 
They didn't ask for any fed­ 
eral or state money —they 
just went ahead without fan­ 
fare with the project. 
Ditto, the baseball diamond 
and the dirt nine hole golf 
course, affectionately called 
“ Sandy Bottom.” 
The city’s best effort, how­ 
ever, is its annual picnic in 
September which offers free 
food, beer, soft drinks, con­ 
tests in mining skills and en­ 
tertainment. 
It’s a community get-togeth­ 
er and serves as a “home­ 
coming” for those who have 
left. This year 3,000 showed 
up. There were only a handful 
of out-of-state tourists—which 
is just the way many Gabbs 
residents like it. And it was

held the same weekend as the 
Nevada State Fair in Reno 
and the annua! camel races 
in Virginia City. 
“There 
is no 
bi? 
hustle 
here.” says Tom Jones, own­ 
er of the Keystone Club, the 
largest in the town with one 
21 game and four slot mach­ 
ines. 
For months, nearly every 
citizen serves on a committee 
planning the event, which this 
year cost $10.000. 
“Without everybody in on 
the planning this would not be 
the success it is,’’ says Mayor 
Reno Retti, a 22-year resident. 
It’s a city that Is close knit, 
says the mayor. “ If a person 
breaks a leg or is down on his 
luck, then the rest chip in out 
of their own pocket,” says 
Ratti, who works for Basic 
Refractories, a mining plant 
which is the only reason for 
the city’s existence. The com­ 
pany contributed 
$7.000 to­ 
wards this year’s picnic. 
The event “ started as an 
attem pt to rekindle the min­ 
ing cam p spirit,” says Bob 
Gates, former head of Basic 
here. Gates, now a vice presi­ 
dent in the main office in 
Cleveland. 
Ohio, 
says, 
“ It 
started as a company-town 
picnic but we kind of made it 
a volunteer city effort.” 
The picnic serves in part as 
public relations to convince 
outsiders Gabbs isn’t such a 
bad place to live. It is iso­ 
lated in the desert about 120 
miles southwrest of Reno. By 
m o d e r n standards Gabbs 
doesn’t have much to offer 
Most parents like it because 
it lacks the big city tempta­ 
tions for their children. Typic­ 
al is Sharon Reed, a young 
housewife with children 8 and 
10 years old who moved here 


from the Reno area. 
“ It’s an excellent place to 
raise 
children.” 
she 
says. 
“ We always know where our 
kids are or we can find them 
with one or two phone calls." 
There are occasional prob­ 
lems with marijuana but tt 
hasn't spread to the “hard 
stuff,” say local citizens. 
Despite the enthusiasm, the 
company here finds it‘hard to 
recruit and maintain a stable 
work force. And high school 
graduates mostly move on to 
“ greener pastures.” For in­ 
stance, only two of the 18 
graduates of the class of 1969 
remained. 
One of the two is Dale Bur­ 
leson who has tasted “ big 
city” life and found out he's 
really a small town boy. “ A 
lot ot people say there is 
nothing to do here. You have 
to make ‘something to do.’ ” 
He spends his spare time hun­ 
ting. fishing and exploring old 
mines and covering the wide 
open desert with a four-wheel 
drive.

worm could do to cut down 
her weight. 
Actually, 
tape­ 
worms are seldom a serious 
problem to reptiles or amphi­ 
bians. In many species, in- 
e l u d i n g snakes, significant 
weight loss is most often due 
to a lack of food.

Weather over 


Pacific Ocean 


very baffling 


H O N O L U L U 
( U P I ) 
—Scientists 
are 
wondering 
what’s gone wrong with the 
weather 
over 
the 
Pacific 
Ocean. 
The usually lush Hawaiian 
islands of Maui and Hawaii 
have been in the grip ot sev­ 
ere drought for months that 
has also left other Pacific is­ 
lands and Japan with unexpli- 
cable dry spells. 
Meteorologists believe the 
drought is part of a weather 
cycle affecting the entire Pa­ 
cific Basin, but they don’t 
know why. 
“ it’s baffling,” said Dr. Co­ 
lin Ramage, chairman of die 
University of Hawaii’s meteo­ 
rology department. 
“ Over the past 18 months, 
the whole of the Pacific Basin 
has been undergoing a pheno­ 
menal 
weather 
cycle,” 
he 
said. 
The New 
Zealand 
native 
who has received a $40,000 
research grant from the Na­ 
tional Science Foundation to 
study the phenomenon noted 
that in January, 1972, the sur­ 
face temperatures started ris­ 
ing. 
“ We have no idea why, but 
we do know that the tempera­ 
tures, measured at island and 
coastal 
stations 
and 
from 
ships, started to go up.” Ra- 
mage said. 
“ The surface temperatures 
continued to rise throughout 
the vear,” he said, “ reaching 
a peak in December. 
Ihen 
suddenly and just as unexpii- 
t ably the temperatures began 
tailing early this year until 
they were far below normal. 
“ We do know that when 
such a cycle occurs, there 
Neems to be a distinct con­ 
nection between the sea sur- 
tace and weather,” Ramage 
said. “ But we’re at a com­ 
plete loss to explain 
what 
sparks the cycle.” 
Meteorologists believe the i 
rainfall throughout the Pacif­ 
ic Basin is somehow tied to 
i h e s e surface temperature 
variations. 
Ramage 
noted 
that last year wa* marked by 
a b n o r m a l rains, including 
three cyclones hitting the Ha­ 
waiian 
islands 
in 
August, 
1972. 
“ Christmas Island, the Line 
islands and Canton Island all 
had 
record 
rainfalls,” 
he 
said, “ and then, like Hawaii, 
e x p e r i e n c e d 
r e c o r d 
droughts.” 
Ramage said 
“ there 
is 
some 
evidence 
that 
these 
cycles m the Pacific occur 
roughly at 15 to 17 year inter­ 
vals, but the latest one has 
been extremely intense, mak­ 
ing U very interesting.” 
Ramage believes the key to 
ihe cycle lies in the eastern 
Pacific, which he described 
as “ one of ihe least known re­ 
gions of the world meteoro­ 
logically.” 
He said thai ü the current 
cycle follows the pattern, the 
drought 
areas 
should 
get 
some very heavy rain this 
winter. 
“ We know the pattern of 
the cycle,” he said, “ and 
we’re 
using 
every 
means 
available to us to find out 
what starts it.”

Carter shines

LOS ANGELES — A. C. may be the 
new hero for the USC Trojans. 
San Dimas’ Allen Carter, who has 
been waiting for his chance to fulfill his

But Carter made full use of his op­ 
portunity to lead the second-half come­ 
back in a game featuring a fourth 
quarter fight when WSU’s Ron Chea­ 
tham hit USC’s Lynn Swann after the 
Trojan flanker slipped and fell fielding 
a punt. 
After the 15 yards were marched off 
for the personal foul, the charged-up 
Trojans scored their final touchdown 
with 3:03 left in the game when Ga- 
nesha High product Dean Lingenfelter, 
a senior tight end, caught a 30-yard 
pass from Pat Haden for his first Tro­ 
jan TD. 
“ It was my mistake,” Carter said 
about the kickoff miseue. “I deeply re­ 
gret it but I thought I was deep in the 
end zone.” 
Carter played despite a groin pull, 
pull. 
“I think it was my best game,” the 
former Bonita sensation said. “I’ve im­ 
proved a little this year. But injuries 
seem to be my middle name.” 
McKay isn’t ready to say Carter has 
won a job. 
"Carter is a super runner. He did an 
excellent job today running the sweeps 
pretty hard but I’m not sure he got 
through the game without getting hurt.

STANFORD, Calif. (UPI) — James 
McAlister ran for 117 yards and scored 
three touchdowns in less than a half of 
action to help lead the bruising UCLA 
ground attack to a new school rushing 
mark of 621 yards Saturday and a 59-13 
rout of Stanford. 
The Ilth-ranked Bruins, who averag­ 
ed 42 points per game going into the 
Pacific 8 matchup, rolled to an impres­ 
sive 38-6 halftime lead, scoring six of 
the seven times they handled the ball 
and then coasted in. 
McAlister, who left the game with 
5:40 left in the second quarter with a 
leg injury, scored on runs of five, three 
and 50 yards.

The flanker 
caught 10 passes, one short of a school 
record set by Fred Hill in 1964, for 148 
yards. He was selected the Offensive 
Player of the Game for his efforts. 
Despite being knocked out by Chea­ 
tham’s blow, Swann was able to return 
to the game. 
Carter’s heroics didn’t send Anthony 
Davis (A.D.) to oblivion. The high- 
stepping Davis ran for 102 yards on 21

through the third quarter. 
Carter climaxed a 72-yard march on 
10 plays by scoring from the two in the 
opening minute of the fourth period to 
give the Trojans a 31-21 margin.

By LEROY POPE 
UPI Business Writer 
NEW YORK (U PI) -A bit­ 
terly debated question in the 
United States is: “ Are the oil 
companies wealthy,

Finding the answer to that 
question is vital to all Ameri­ 
cans involved in an expanding 
fuel crisis which has hit even 
Santa Claus. Just recently the 
mayor of Portland, Ore. decr­ 
eed

Christmas lighting because of 
the power shortage in his 
state. 
talk about $1 a gallon gaso­ 
line has subsided for the pre­ 
sent, 
but 
nearly 
a 
dozen 
states are so concerned about 
fuel and gas shortages this 
winter they have persuaded 
the 
federal 
government to 
promise mandatory fuel allo­ 
cations on a regional basis. 
Against 
this 
background, 
most major oil companies re­ 
ported big profit increases for 
1972 over 1971 and have been 
making good profits this year. 
Some have 
increased 
divi­ 
dends. 
But the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, New York, which has 
had an oil economics depart­ 
ment for years, and the Oil

Journal, 
have 
pointed out these hefty earn­ 
ings gains are in contrast 
with depressed company per­ 
formances in the immediately 
prior years.

The bank pointed out that 
taxes of the companies have 
purted 112 per cent in the 
past four years while earn­ 
ings grew only 2.9 per cent.

The blackmail, White said, 
was an implied threat to cut 
back on exploration and drill­ 
ing unless the federal govern­ 
ment 
guaranteed

companies bigger profits. 
The API denied this charge 
and countered with an accu­ 
sation that White’s policies as 
FPC chairman helped gener­ 
ate the energy shortage. 
Ralph Nader, a consumer 
spokesman, has told gover­ 
nors’ conferences and other 
gatherings that the oil

deliberately 
“ devel­ 
oped a short - term energy 
crisis in order to get what it 
wants out of Washington.” 
Nader said the oil industry 
wants bigger profits through

terms, the Alaskan pipeline, 
more tax credits, and would 
like to drive out the indepen­ 
dent refineries and gasoline 
retailers which provide most 
of the price competition. 
The oil companies denied 
Nader’s charges. 
But the $64 question as to 
whether oil company profits 
are excessive is: Just what 
effect do depletion allowances 
for income tax purposes have 
on 
their profitability? 
Are 
these allowances hidden pro­ 
fits, since they contribute sub­ 
stantially to cash flow, or are 
they legitimate funds neces­ 
sary to the health of the oil 
firms and national security? 
The question has been bit­ 
terly debated in Congress and 
outside for years and the de­ 
bate will continue. 
Depletion 
allowances 
are 
not unique to oil. Congress 
permits them for all extrac- 
t i v e industries—coal, iron, 
copper, uranium and the like. 
The rates vary according to 
congressional assessment of 
the risk in each industry. The 
depletion rate for oil was cut 
to 22 per cent from 27 »/2 per 
cent by the Tax Reform Act 
of 1969, and some industry 
economists claimed this was 
a mistake. The conflict has 
an obvious bearing on the 
energy crisis. It raises the 
question of whether restoring 
the depletion allowance to 27 
! > per c mt could encourage 
exploration 
and 
production 
sufficiently to increase energy 
reserves. 
Depletion allowances 
are 
based on the fact all mineral 
deposits will be exhausted in 
time. The generous tax treat­ 
ment resulting from depletion 
allowances has 
been 
com­ 
pared to the high salaries 
paid professional athletes in 
recognition of the relatively 


few years of earning capac­ 
ity- 
Examination of the 1972 re­ 
ports by major oil companies 
shows that some depletion al­ 
lowances exceeded reported 
net profit. The figures are not 
exact because the companies 
tend to lump depletion, depr­ 
eciation and retirement re­ 
serves in a single item deduc­ 
tible from gross revenues. 
The Accounting Principles 
Board has urged that oil com­ 
panies be required to report 
depletion allowances to stock­ 
holders in a way that would 
make their effect on the com­ 
pany’s earnings and cash flow 
apparent. Some oil companies 
have opposed this. 
In addition to cost increases 


and the slash in their depl- 
tion allowances, profits of 
the oil companies have been 
hit by ever bigger charges for 
offshore leases in the Gulf of 
M e x i c o and the world’s 
oceans, by the high cost of

and air pollution at refineries 
and other installations. 
The cost of building super­ 
tankers to bring crude and li­ 
quefied gas from abroad has 
been going through the roof.

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Q— Blue Bell, Inc. (NYSE) has dropped from over $50 to $15 
in the last year and a half. It is my understanding that the 
shortage of denim material is the problem. What would be 
your recommendation now on whether this should he held or 
not?—J.T. 
A— Numerous factors, including a shortage of denim, are 
involved in Blue Bell’s sharp price decline in the stock mar­ 
ket. Sales have continued to expand rapidly in the current 
fiscal year and were up 19 per cent in the nine months through 
June. Earnings, however, have not displayed the same bounce, 
remaining relatively flat on a year-to-year basis. For the 9 
months, per-share results were $1.81 in 1973 versus $1.74 in 
1972, a 4 per cent gain. Increased costs for leather and tex­ 
tiles, higher short-term interest rates on borrowings to finance 
inventory and larger advertising outlays combined with a rise 
in the rate at which Blue Bell is accruing taxes this year have 
cut into the company’s take down. The net effect was to re­ 
duce profit margins from 4.3 per cent to 3.8 per cent in the 
first 9 months of fiscal 1973. 
Blue Bell has expanded its product line to include men’s 
dress slacks, a move that has favorable long-term inplications. 
On a short-term basis, though, this diversification has cut into 
profits as start-up costs, promotional and product development 
expenses have been heavy. The division should be adding sati- 
factorily to earnings by next year. European operations have 
experienced reduced demand for garments made of corduroy 
(although not for the scare denim product lines) which has 
caused inventory buildup and price cutting. A new fading pro­ 
cess for corduroy which produces an appearance after washing 
similar to that of denim, is expected to make cordouroy jeans 
more acceptable to younger consumers.

ROLL OUT!' DOES THE JOB 


It took 20th Century-Fox Television’s hit series M * A * S * H to 
get the new comedy spatial Roll Out! otT producers Gene Reynolds 
and Larry Gelbart's drawing board to make its maiden flight this 
season on C BS. Roll Out! which was earlier wartime comedy creation 
of these M ":A * S H co-producers is unreeled with W orld W ar II 
as its background. Its principals, as they were in real life, are mostly 
Black soldiers manning the famed Red Ball Express, whose trucks 
supplied General George S. Patton and his army in its dash across 
France in pursuit of the Germans. Their improvised 700-mile-long 
highway was referred to in that conflict as “ the world’s longest one 
way street.” 


Despite the fact that M A S*H was tailored for a sophisticated 
adult audience in a late time slot, it made its way up the popularity 
poll to enjoy a berth among the top series programs in an earlier 
hour where it competed with long-proven series and childrens’ 
shows. (This season C B S has moved M A S H to the 8:30 to 9 PM 
time slot on Saturdays). 


Heading the list of stars in the new Roll Out! series, which airs

The company commander, Captain Rocco Calvelli Jr., played by 
Val Bisoglio, is white, as is Ed Begley Jr., his adjutant, Lieutenant 
Robert Chapman. The captain would like to be a first rate officer 
but appears not to be endowed with all the needed qualities, while 
the lieutenant believes the army moves on its paper work. Begley 
is the son of the late Academy Award actor Ed Begley. 


A* many things seem to go in pairs in the Roll Out! series. Gene 
Reynolds and associate producer James Lydon were motion picture 
stars together as children. The former was known as the one most 
often to portray the movie star as a child in flashback sequences, 
such as Robert Taylor as a boy in “ The Crowd Roars,” Don Ameche 
in “ Sins of M an” and Tyrone Power in “ In Old Chicago.” 


Lydon, who appeared in five Broadway plays, 2000 radio shows, 
480 television presentations and 100 movies, was the star of the 
‘Henry Aldrich ’ motion picture series which became a family affair 
prior to World W ar II.

Although, as noted, the Red Ball Express forms only a back­ 
ground lor Roll Out! it deserves some further mention. It was im­ 
provised through necessity following General Patton’s breakthrough 
at St. Lo. I he general moved so swiftly in pursuit of the enemy that 
he outran his own supplies. Red Ball, which ultimately consisted of 
25,000 men, was thrown together to meet these needs. Many of ihe 
men were not trained in handling the vehicles or the problems of 
servicing them; the\ came under fire and there were casualties from 
the continuous strain on men and machines. But they did the job.
